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CURRENCY BILL IS 
DEAD AND BURIED 


MR. CARLISLE’S SCHEME PRAC­ 
TICALLY KNOCKED OUT. 


Yesterday’s Refusal To Close the De­ 
bate W as Its Death Knell—Many 
Democrats Vote with Republicans— 
The Vote Stands 129 to 122—In 
the Senate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Jan.IO .—The currency 
bill was practically defeated in the 
house yesterday. 
The demand for 
the previous question on the adoption 
of the rule to close debate on the 
measure was defeated on a rising vote 
of 92 to 101. 
A roll call was ordered, 
resulting in a vote of 121 yeas to 129 
nays. 
There was a good attendance on the 
floor of the house when Speaker Crisp 
dropped the gavel, 
as notice 
had 
been given th at a special order to 
term inate general debate on the cur­ 
rency bill would be reported from the 
committee on rules. 
As soon as the committees had been 
called for reports Mr. Ou th Waite pre­ 
sented the special order from the com­ 
m ittee on rules. 
The order provided 
for the closing of general debate on 
the consideration of the Springer sub­ 
stitute as an original bill under the 
five-minute rule to-day, to-morrow and 
Friday until 4:50 p. rn., when it pro­ 
vided for the report of the bill and 
pending amendments to the house for 
final vote on Saturday immediately 
after the morning hour. 
Mr. Outhwuite made a brief speech, 
urging the necessity for closing the 
debate on the currency bill and for 
disposing of it in order th at more 
pressing measures, like the Ncaragua 
canal bill, might be considered. 
Mr. Bland wanted to know if an op­ 
portunity to offer an amendment to 
strike out the enacting clause (which 
would kill the bill) would be given. 
Mr. Outhwaite said the rule discrim­ 
inated against no amendments, and 
Mr. Springer again assured the house 
th a t there would be no disposition to 
cut off members with amendments, but 
Mr. Bland was not satisfied and in­ 
sisted th at a provision be inserted in 
the rule or an agreem ent be had by 
which a vote could be had on his 
amendment. 
Mr. Reed agreed with his colleague, 
Mr. Dingley, th at sections 9 and IO, re­ 
lating to state banks, which were 
vital, should be first considered. 
After some further wrangling, dur­ 
ing which 
Mr. 
Bland and 
others 
loudly protested that the adoption of 
the rule would cut them off, 
Mr. 
Outhwaite rejected all suggestions for 
amending the rules and demanded the 
previous question. 
The republicans voted solidly with 
the democratic opponents of the meas­ 
ure against ordering 
the 
previous 
question, and it was defeated by a ris­ 
ing vote, 92 to 101. 
Among the democrats who voted 
against ordering the previous question 
were: Cockrell (Texas), McGann (IIL), 
Hooker (Miss.), Ellis 
(Ky.), Money 
(Miss.), Bailey (Texas), Bland (Mo.), 
Hall (Mo.), Holman (Ind.), and Conn 
(Ind.). 
Mr. Outhwaite hurriedly demanded 
the yeas and nays, and the roll was 
called, resulting in a defeat for the 
rule by a vote of 122 to 129. 
This was 
a decisive test vote, and practically 
kills the bill. 
[Analysis of the vote: Yeas—Demo­ 
crats, 123; republicans, 0; populists, I. 
Nays—Republicans, 82; democrats, 39; 
populists, 8.]

The postoffice appropriation bill was 
then taken up. 
The bill as explained 
by Mr. Henderson, chairman of the 
committee on postoffices and post roads, 
carried $89,442,152, or $1,616,330 less 
than the estimates, but $2,206,353 more 
than the appropriation for the cur­ 
rent year. 
The estim ated receipts for 
the next year were $2,535,543 less than 
the sum carried by the bill. 
W ithout 
amendment the postoffice appropria­ 
tion bill was then passed, and at 4:45 
the house adjourned.

SENATORS TO ACT. 


Voorhees Calls His Finance C om m ittee 
T ogether for Consultation. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. IO.—Many of the 
democratic senators received the an­ 
nouncement of the adverse vote on the 
currency bill as a summons to the sen­ 
ate to take the question up and find a 
way out of the difficulties with which 
the country finds itself confronted. 
Senator Voorhees took the first step 
for the formal consideration of the 
m atter by issuing a call for a meet­ 
ing of the finance committee to be 
held this 
afternoon 
a t 2 o’clock 
with the hope that an exchange of 
views on the part of members of the 
committee will indicate general lines 
upon which a bill may be framed 
which would stand a chance of re­ 
ceiving the approval of the committee 
and of the senate. 
It is also under­ 
stood Senator Vest has in mind the 
outline of a plan for a bill which he 
may submit to the com mittee and 
•which may prove the basis of future 
action. 
The two principal features 
of the plan are: 
“ I. To authorize the issuance of a 
sufficient number of low rate bonds to 
retire the $346,000,000 worth of green­ 
backs. 
2. To provide for the purchase 
and coinage of a sufficient quantity of 
silver to increase the silver issuance to 
$750,000,000, which would be 
crease of about $150,000,000.” 


Mr. Leweliing, of

S t. P a u l , Minn., Jan. IO .—Several 
im portant bills were introduced in the 
senate yesterday, among them one to 
exterm inate the Russian thistle. Sena­ 
tor Wyman introduced a bill to extend 
the provisions of the general election 
law (the Australian system) to cover 
primary elections and caucuses. 
At half past IO o’clock Gov. Nelson 
took the oath of 
office and read 
his message to the legislature. 
The 
message refers to the terrible forest 
fires of last September, recites the 
measures of relief, and calls on the 
legislature to reimburse the state com­ 
mission for extra expense incurred. 
Of the famous coal combine investiga­ 
tion he gives the brief history, and 
calls attention to the balance of $4e,4G8 
th at should be covered into the state 
treasury, th at much being left of the 
$50,000 appropriated to prosecute the 
cases in the courts. 
An extension of 
the powers of the state bank examiner 
so th at he may close insolvent state 
banks if deemed advisable is recom­ 
mended. 
Changes in the state prison 
laws to allow the employment of all 
the convicts are urged and a careful 
consideration of all the various methods 
of employing them is invited. 
In the 
m atter of labor legislation he recom­ 
mends a law for the protection of 
miners similar to the factory inspec­ 
tion law adopted two years ago.

The robbery was not discovered until 
yesterday afternoon.

vault, 
but saw nothing other­ 
wise to 
create 
suspicion. 
A Cin­ 
cinnati expert opened the vault only 
to disclose th at the inner safe had 
been exploded and its contents carried 
away. 
The cracksmen first secured an 
entrance to the rooms of the Young 
Men’s Christian association over the 
bank and dug through the masonry, 
tw enty inches thick, which formed 
the top of the vault. 
After securing 
the plunder the floor was replaced and 
carefully secured, then the carpet was 
relaid and every evidence of the opera­ 
tion removed. 
On top of the vault was 
found the chisels and mallets, a pair of 
mittens, a pair of socks, and two 
boxes of coin which were too heavy to 
remove safely. 
There isn’t the slight­ 
est clew to the robbers. 
The Mer­ 
chants’ National bank is one of the 
most substantial banking institutions 
in northw estern Ohio, its stockholders 
representing almost unlimited capital, 
hence the robbery will not cripple the 
bank or result in any loss to its pa­ 
trons.

T o p e k a , Kan., Jan. IO.—The message 
of Gov. Leweliing to the Kansas legis­ 
lature was delivered simultaneously to 
both houses at 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 
The first half consisted of 
recommendations of needed legislation 
along lines which have been traversed 
many times before, but which have 
not been heeded by the two lawmaking 
bodies. 
The governor favors exclud­ 
ing foreign insurance companies from 
the state. Continuing he says: “Public 
sentim ent in our principal cities nulli­ 
fies the prohibitory law; business 
men believe the liquor traffic helps 
business; 
taxpayers 
believe 
li­ 
cense from saloons would lighten 
taxation; landlords believe saloons 
would fill now tenantless 
rooms; 
fashionable clubs are established where 
liquor is dispensed. 
It is not whisky 
but money—business—with which the 
war has now to be waged by taking 
all profit out of the liquor traffic. This 
cen be done only by having the govern­ 
ment become the sole dispenser of 
liquors, selling them at actual cost.” 
A bill w#s introduced in the house 
yesterday making an appropriation of 
$100,000 to be used in the purchase of 
seed wheat and other necessaries for 
the aid of destitute farmers in the 
drouth stricken districts of western 
Kansas.

All questions have 
been recently p u t a t rest by th e su­ 
preme court of th e U nited States, in 
its decision in a case appealed from the 
suprem e court of M assachusetts.

The system in stituted in our state 
m ilitia a num ber of years ago has 
been productive of a high state of 
efficiency in the national guard of the 
state. 
The people of Wisconsin have 
reason for congratulation th a t th eir 
m ilitia has been brought to so hign a 
plane of efficiency. 
T he general gov­ 
ernm ent has recognized the necessity 
for co-operation in m aintaining a wel- 
disciplined national guard in each 
state 
It is tbe least expensive stand 
ing arm y th a t can be m aintained, and 
its generous support is, I believe, a 
wise provision. 
The m aintenance of a perm anent 
cam p of instruction and rifle practice 
a t Camp Douglas has 
proven a wise 
m easure, 
and 
provision should be 
made for its m aintenance on a scab 
th a t w ill fu rth er enhance its value 
and im portance. 
The Rooter Law. 
The legislature of 1887, passed a 
aw m aking provision for the printing 
and publication of tbe roster of Wis­ 
consin soldiers. 
T his law is still I d 


1'orce, and it should be repealed. 
If 
a t any tim e there should be ouch a de­ 
m and for a roster as would in the 
judgm ent of the legislature w arran t 
its publication, it can be easily be pro­ 
vided for, and the provision should be 
made tn a t it be printed under th e gen 
eral contract for public printing or lei; 
to th e low est bidder. 
Aid For Fire Sufferers. 
You will be asked to m ake an ap­ 
propriation to assist the fire sufferers 
from th e forest fires by providing for 
nhem seed for th eir spring planting. An 
appropriation for this purpose, care­ 
fully expended, would not only be a 
hum ane act, b u t would seem to be 
founded on sound public policy. 
Municipal Government. 
T here may come before you m eas- 
u -es having in view a reform in the 
m ethod of m anaging m unicipal affaite. 
T rese m easures should receive kindly 
attention. 
Some cities w ill seek help 
by a>king for law s em pow eting them 
to apply and extend civil service m eth­ 
ods. 
T here is evident a very great 
desire for im proved m ethods in con­ 
ducting city affairs. 
It lies in your 
pow er to encourage the furtherance of 
such reform . 


THE BEINE OF MADNESS. 


Soldier and Student Vote. 
T here is located w ithin th is state, 
established and m aintained by the 
general governm ent, a borne for dis­ 
abled veteran soldiers. 
The property 
belongs to tbe United States and the 
rig h t of th e inm ates of th e home to 
vote has sometimes been questioned 
I earnestly recom mend ih a t those in ­ 
m ates who are citizans of the United 
States, and who shall h iv e resided 
one year m the 
state, shall be ex ­ 
pressly authorized to vote at th e near­ 
est election precines. 
Men who have 
been disabled in th e service of this 
country should not be d :6 franchised on 
technical grounds. 
T here is s i * 0 a grave question as to 
the rig h t of students, otherwise qual­ 
ified, to vote while prosecuting their 
studies. 
I see no reason why thou­ 
sands of intelligent young men spend­ 
ing nearly all the year and generally 
several successive years in educational 
institutions w ithin th e state, should 
not be perm itted to exercisse th e rig h t 
of franchise w here they are obtaining 
th e ir education. 
T here would seem 
to be no good reason why th e law 


tend. 
The State Board of Control. 
T he state board of control as now 
organized consists of six m em bers. In 
case of an equal division upon any 
question there is no m eans of reach­ 
ing a decision. 
I suggest th e wisdom 
of m aking the board to consist of 
either five or seven members. 
lf a reorganization of th e board 
should be deemed advisable, I com­ 
mend the wisdom of providing either 
fo ra woman m em ber of the board or 
for a woman visitor. 
In all the in sti­ 
tutions there are women v/hose needs 
could be be much better learned by 
one of th eir own sex. 
An Apportionment Commission. 
The present legislative apportion­ 
m ent is very u t satisfactory in m any 
respects. 
W hat the people dem and is 
an apportionm ent based fairly upon 
population and territo ry , regardless of 
partisan dem ands. 
I 
recom mend, 
therefore, th a t the legislature provide 
for the appointm ent of a non-partisan 
commission to prepare a bill to sub­ 
m it to the legislature.

The em ployer is not to be punished by 
boycott or^ black-listing for exercising 
his rig h t to discharge, aud the em­ 
ployee is not to be punished by boy. 
cy tt or black-listing for sim ply exer­ 
cising his rig h t to quit.

1769— N ey,famous French mar­ 
shal in Napoleon’s army, 
horn at Saar-Louis; exe­ 
cuted for treason in the 
Waterloo campaign in 1815. 
Ney was the son of a cooper 
and. served as a private in 
the army of revolutionary 
France. He became a gen­ 
er a l in 1796 and won re- v 
nown with Massena and g e n . g r a n g e r . 
Moreau in Germany and Switzerland. Tho 
baton of a marshal was conferred in 1804, 
besides which he received the titles of 
duke and prince in recognition of his im­ 
petuous courage. His conduct at Jena was 
superb; also in the Spanish campaigns. He 
commanded the center at Borodino and 
covered the retreat from Russia, receiving 
from Napoleon the appellation “ bravest 
of the brave. ” When the exile returned 
from Elba, ne could not hold aloof and 
joined his fortunes to those of his chief, an 
act which the defeat of Napoleon at Water­ 
loo rendered treason.

1863-Lyman Beecher, father of the famous 
family, died in Brooklyn; bom Get.

Legislature Asked To Make Numer­ 
ous Reforms in Laws Bearing Upon 
the Soil-Tiller. 


Politics and farming both got a 
nearing at the Milton Junction farm­ 
ers convention. 
It’s the best sort of 
farming in Rock county and the poli­ 
tics is the sort that has much to do 
with the farmer’s welfare. 


Should the railroads be owned and operated 
by the government? 
That was one question presented to 
the convention. 
It went down in 
silence. 
So did a resolution declaring 
the establishment of the income tax to 
be just, although this declaration was 
seen to have many friends. 
What work have the farmers of W isconsin 
laid out for the present legislature to do in the 
interest of agriculture? 
That inquiry developed lively dis­ 
cussion. 
P. Marquart suggested that 
the 
farmer 
couldn’t 
expect 
to 
get 
much 
unless 
he 
asked for it. 
He cited game laws as 
an example of legislation repugnant 
to most farmers but adopted b e c a u se 
no protest had ever been made and be­ 
cause sportsmen were better organ­ 
ized. 
A. M. Carter thought the noxious 
weed law was insufficient and that 
farmers s h o u ld ask t h e p r e s e n t legisla­ 
ture to make reforms along that line 
In the western part of Rock county 
several prosecutions under the present 
law had been unavailing. A committee 
of three—Pr> fessor J. Coleman, Ev­ 
ansville; 8. S. Northrop, Clinton, and 
Philo 
Thomas, Milton, were 
ap­ 
pointed t o prepare re s o lu tio L S t o the 
legislature. 
R e so l v e d, That the mortgages on realty be 
taxed and the tax be endorsed on the mortgage 
as part payment. 
This was the gist of a declara­ 
tion 
that 
aroused 
most vigorous 
protest. 
Half a dozen farmers, some 
declaring that they held mortgages 
themselves, spoke against the re-olu- 
ti#n. 
They objected to the scheme 
because of the double ta xing that would 
be inevitable—taxation of the money in 
one distinct, and of the mortgage *n 
another. 
All 
the resolutions were 
placed in the hands of a resolution 
committee. 
D airyin g th e B e st S p eciality. 
Turning from the argumentative to 
the practical the convention heard a 
paper on dairying by Prof. J. E. Cole­ 
man of Evansville. 
Prof. Coleman 
thought dairying the most profitable 
line open to Rock county farmers. 
It 
was the only one, he said, where the 
produce could be marketed in a spring 
bu£gy and 
the 
abominable 
Wis­ 
consin 
roads 
be 
outflanked. 
Dairying enriched the farm instead 
of impoverishing it. 
It was a con fin 
ing occupation,but need not be hard if 
proper arrangements were made for 
caring for the herd. 
“ Losses In Dairying” was a kindred 
topic presented by J. W. Howard of 
Fort Atkinson. 
One of the greatest 
leakages he said, was from lack of 
cleanliness. 
Before milking any cow 
the bank and udder should be brushed 
and sponged. 
If Covley cans were 
nsed the mi k should be strained into 
them as soon as drawn and while 
warm.
